Earthquake

MOSCOW - Rescue workers 
from around the world were ar- 
riving in the Soviet Union yes- 
terday to join the Soviets in the 
race to save trapped and injured 
people heard moaning beneath 
earthquake-collapsed buildings 
in stricken Armenia. 

In an unprecedented accep- 
tance of international aid, Soviet 
authorities opened previously 
closed borders after one of the 
century's worst earthquakes 
devastated the Soviet republic of 
Armenia and parts of neigh- 
bouring Azerbaijan and 
Georgia. 

Soviet officials estimated 
40,000 people are dead and 
560.000 homeless. Other esti- 
mates spoke of the possibility of 
the number of dead rising to 80- 
100,000. 

In Moscow, there is general skep- 
ticism about the casualty figures re- 
leased by the authorities. Wide- 
spread unofficial reports in the 
capital say that more than 200,000 
people have already died in the 
earthquake, well-placed sources 
said last night. 


There is also great concer that 
the death toll may double as a result 
of disease and exposure to cold 
among the homeless. . 

Soviet television last night told 
viewers, in what was described by 
observers as “very meaningful looks 
and tones” that “many tens of thou- 
sands have died.” 

The sources depicted the magni- 
tude of the earthquake and its ef- 
fects as “cutaclysmic,” “adding that it 
is being perceived as a major chal- 
lenge for the Icadersip of Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 


The widespread public criticism 
of building standards in the Soviet 
Union as well as the emerging real- 
ization that there are serious diffi- 
culties in the salvage operations are 
likely to further increase public dis- 
satisfaction, the sources said. The 
criticism is not aimed at Gorbachev 
personally, but at the Soviet estab- 
lishment as a whole. 

Soviet television last night 
showed extensive footage of Gorba- 
chev's on-the-scene handling of the 
crisis in Armenia. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov said Gorba- 
chev landed in Leninakan, a major 
city where more than three-quarters 
of the houses was destroyed. In ad-

Ma’agan Michael dig yields a treasure from the sea

What may be the oldest known 
nearly intact sea-going ship has been 
unloading an intriguing cargo on the 
floor of the Mediterranean off Kib- 
butz Ma’agan Michael. 

The vessel has been tentatively 
dated to the Sth century BCE, 100 
years earlier than the well-preserved 
Kyrenia Boat raised off Cyprus in 
the 1960s. Older ships have. been 
found, but not at sea. And although 
wrecks dating nearly 1,000 years ear- 
lier have been found at sea, only 
cargo and smail fragments of those 
boats remained, according to Dr. 
Elisha Linder, director of the Cen- 
tre for Maritime Studies at the Uni- 
versity of Haifa. 

“This is the first time that we have 
almost the whole length of the lower 
structure of a ship this old, including 
the stem and prow,” be said in an 
interview this week. 

Instead οἵ producing a cargo of 
large pottery amphorae carrying oil 
or wine, as are often found in an- 
cient wrecks, the holds of the Ma’a-

Tn charge of the ground force was 
the commander of the Golani Bri- 
gade, while commanding the opera- 
tion was Aluf Doron Rubin, head of 
the Training Division. Shomron 
noted that Rubin was responsible 
for special General Staff operations 
and that only the General Staff 
could decide on operations such as 
this one.

ties Department archaeologist 
Shelly Wachsman. But the lack of 
funds prevented excavations from 
getting underway until this fall. 

Six weeks of underwater excava- 
tion have uncovered only part of the 
10-metre long ship and its cargo. 
“We are only at the beginning of the 
excavation with about four years of 
excavations ahead of us," said 
Linder. “If this is what we hope it is, 
it will contribute not only to our 
knowledge of the development of 
ancient ship construction, but also 
to our understanding of maritime 
trade and navigation of this period.“ 

The wood of the ship was found to 
be in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion. “The more dug, the more 
we were suprised at the wonderful 
preservation of the timber.” ‘Linder 
said. “It is almost like new.” From 
the clear markings on the timbers, it 
can even be deterniined what sort of 
tools were used in shaping them. 

Some of the pottery by which the 
boat was dated resembles Cypriot 
ware, but some of it indicates a 
more western origin. “It. could be 
connected to the Carthiginian 
world. but it's too early to tell,” 
Linder said . “The find is so excit- 
ing.

Gorbachev’s personality’ 


NASHVILLE (AP) -- President- 
elect George Bush's policy toward 
the Soviet Union shouldn't be based 
entirely on the pronouncements and 
personality of Mikhail Gorbachev, 
since there is no guarantee he'll stay 
in power, several former secretaries 
of state said Friday. 

“Gorbachev acts as he does be- 
cause he recognizes that the Soviet 
econamy is a mess and it has to be 
improved,” Henry Kissinger, secre- 
tary of state under former Presi- 
dents Richard Nixon and Gerald 
Ford. told a news conference. “It's a 
big mistake to gear our policies to-

OSLO (Reuter) — UN Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, declaring that the world body now faces “a 
time of extraordinary hope and promise,” yesterday 
accepted the Nobel Peace Prize on behalf of the UN 
peace-keeping forces. 

Hundreds of guests, including Norway's King Olav 
and injured UN soldiers, bowed their heads for a 
minute's silence in the Great Hall of Oslo University, 
in memory of the 733 men who have died since UN 
peace missions began 40 years ago. 

“We are now at a time of extraordinary hope and 
promise for the United Nations, Perez de Cuellar 
said, after accepting the prize from Nobel Committee 
chairman Egil Aarvik.

Britain is still angry with both Bel- 
gium and Ireland for failing to extra- 
dite terror snspect Father Patrick 
Ryan, an alleged IRA sympathizer 
who, according to some reports 
here, is also believed to have 
worked for the PLO. 

British Home Secretary Douglas 
Hurd rejected 2 Belgian proposal at 
Friday’s talks for standardized ex- 
tradition laws. insisting that changes 
in the law were not necessary for 
community members to cooperate. 

The Ryan affair bad been a “pain- 
ful experience” for Britain, said 
Hurd, and he proposed that no ex- 
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organization of military forces. 

“Never before... have military forces been employed 
internationally not to wage war, not to establish domi- 
nation and not to serve the interests of any power or 
group of powers — but rather to prevent conflict be- 
tween peoples.” 

More than 10,000 troops from 35 countries currently 
serve with the peace-keeping forces, many of them 
based in the Middle East. About half a million men 
have served with the peace-keepers since 1948. 

“In our striving for a world at peace with itself and 
governed by the mule of law, I believe the peace- 
keeping operations play a vital and significant role,” 
Perez de Cuellar said. 

The prize of 2.5 million crowns ($390,000) is enough 
to maintain UN forces in Southern Lebanon for just 
one day. 

Aarvik told the assembly that the award was a 
recognition of the entire UN system and the growing 
confidence in it. 

After the ceremony. also attended by nationals of 17 
countries serving with UN peace missions, Perez de 
Cuellar flew to Paris to attend celebrations marking 
the 40th anniversary of the UN human rights declara- 
tion. 

The first peacekeeping force was set up in 1948 to 
supervise a truce in the first Arab-Israeli war. It is still 
in the field. In all, there have been 15 missions, and 
seven of them are still operating.

Zomar's deportation to Libya 
provoked a protest from the Italian 
delegation to the meeting, which ex- 
pressed “surprise and disappoint- 
ment” at the move. 

A two-year-old boy died and 
more than 30 people were injured in 
the Rome bombing, but the Greek 
Justice Ministry last week allowed 
Zomar to escape extradition be- 
cause it viewed his actions, as a Pal- 
estinian, as “part of the struggle for 
the independence of his country.” 

It was later claimed that, though 
the Greek Supreme Court had ap- 
proved his extradition and Italian 
police had even come to Greece to 
escort him to Rome, he had been 
deported because there was insuffi- 
cient evidence of his involvement in 
the bombing.

FAA probe 
scores 
commuter 
airlines. 


WASHINGTON (API - The Feder- 
al Aviation Administration said on 
Friday that a nine-month inspection 
uncovered safety violations and 
“what appear to be systematic defi- 
Giencies” with the managemeni of 
the nation’s commuter airlines. 

The inspection was announced 
last March after a series of accidents 
involving, commuters. 

The commuter airlines. which 
generally fly aircraft with 30 or few- 
er seats, have hecome iin increasing- 
ly important segment of the com- 
mercial airline industry in the U.S. 
since they often provide feeder maf- 
fic for major airlines at busy hub 
airports, 

This year commuter airlines are 
expected to carry more than 32 mil- 
lion people in and out uf 800 cities. 


The FAA said its examination of 
the commuter industry showed that 
while there are some air carers that 
were found in full compliance with 
federal air regulations “others dem- 
onstrated a need for significant 
improvements.” 

The inspections. which covered 
35 airlines, uncovered 1.284 violu- 
tions of air safety regulations. ebout 
one-third of which were co 
serious enough Τὸ warrmt ἃ possible 
civil penalty. 

The FAA inspections covered 
about 20 per cent af the country’s 
172 commuter ain curnerm. They 
covered seven commuter accidents 
over a four-month period in late 
1987 and early JOSS resulting in Sp 
deaths. 


The FAA auributed much ef the 
industry’s problems to the “rapid 
growth of the commuter industry 
and the transition to larger. more 
complex aircraft” about which many 
of the managers are not 
knowledgeable. 


The Regional Airline Associa- 
tion, 2 trade group. announced Fri- 
day jt was forming a special task 
force of industry officials to find 
ways for the commuters to retain 
experienced pilots and management 
employees. The commuters for sev- 
eral years have complained about 
probiems with rapid turnover, with 
some commuter airlines losing 70 
per cent or more of their pilots to 
Jarge airlines in a year.

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One year later — a state of mind 


AT first, there were disturbances. Soon after, 
they were called riots. Then some tried to 
settle for riotous demonstrations or violent 
protests. Any euphemism would do to avoid 
calling the events that began on December’9. 
1987 what they really were: the beginning of 
an uprising of the Palestinian population in 
the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip. 

After a while, one conveniently settled for 
the Arabic term used for the uprising or rebel- 
lion — intifada. Convenient, because most peo- 
ple did not and still do not realize the actual 
connotation of the word which means primari- 
ly “shaking off." And there can be only one 
interpretation of what the Palestinians wish to 
shake off, namely Israel’s occupation of the 
territories. 

One year later, the OC Central Command, 
Aluf Amram Mitzna, who had to bear the 
brunt of the burden of the uprising, probabiy 
coined the most apt expression for the events 
of the past 12 months: ““The intifada is not so 
much throwing stones, as it is a state of mind.” 
Although he confidently stated that the past 
month had seen the most significant decline in 
recorded incidents of violence and casualties 
in the West Bank since the Palestinian upris- 
ing began, he had to admit that there was still 
a Jot of activity beneath the surface. 

And on a most significant personal note, 
which is probably representative of the atti- 
tude of the overwhelming majority of soldiers 
and officers who have to serve in the territo- 
ries, Aluf Mitzna said: “I still don’t feel good 
about what I have to do when I get up in the 
mo: a 

True, at the beginning, the intifada. even 
when it was still not called by its real name, 
was not merely directed against the Israeli 
occupation. It was also meant as a protest 
against the reluctance of the Arab states and 
against the ineptness of the PLO leadership to 
initiate some significant moves that might ush- 
er in a change of the increasingly unbearable 
“status quo of the Palestinians in the territo- 
ries. At the same time, it was also aimed at 
putting the Palestinian issue back on the cen- 
tre stage of the international community 
which had attempted to ignore it, or, at least, 
put it on a backburner for far too long. 

In this respect, at least, the intifada certain- 
ly can chalk up some significant gains. One 
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year later, the Palestinians are no longer the 
forgotten people of the Middle East. They 
have again become one of the main topics of 
international parlance and what is far more 
important, the young Palestinian protesters in 
the territories have forced the PLO to follow 
their initiative in making some more meaning- 
ful and pragmatic moves towards recognizing 
Israel as a fact of life in this part of the world. 

For the Palestinians who have been living 


_under Israeli occupation for over 21 years 


and, in the process, have also learned a great 
deal from Israel about living in a modern 
society, know better than anyone else that 
they might be able to shake off some. or 
possibly even a significant part of the occupa- 
tion, but they cannot shake off Israel itself. 
They also know better than anyone else that it 
is only Israel from which they can expect any 
real concessions which would change their 
way of life. 

In other words, the Palestinians in the terri- 
tories would be the first to admit that any 
solution that would be likely to improve their 
lot would have to be in the sphere of a political 
solution that can be acceptable to both sides. 
To this end, they have been restraining their 
violent actions to stone and petrol bomb 
throwing and have refrained from using fire 
arms throughout the entire year of the intifada 
in order to avoid an open, armed confronta- 
tion with Israel's military forces, the result of 
which would be a foregone conclusion. 

Their protest actions are likely to go on 
until some sort of political solution is in sight 
and failing to recognize the need for such a 
solution would be outright folly by any Israeli 
leader. 

The, reaching of some first steps in this 
direction, possibly by way of an interim solu- 
tion in the territories that would spell the 
withdrawal of Israeli forces from the main 
Palestinian population centres in the West 
Bank and in the Gaza Strip, could and should 
be one of the first tasks of a new govern- 
ment. It is to this end that the prospects of a 
broad coalition, comprising mainly the Likud 
and the Labour Alignment, probably seem ta 
be the lesser evil. 

For, one year later, also Israel's state of 
tind has changed significantly and its govern- 
ment must act accordingly.

If you expel a gainfully 
employed person you decrease de- 
mand, thus aggravating the unem- 
ployment problem. 

More crazy still is the fact that 
Israelis do not want the jobs vacated 
by the foreigners. That is why the 
foreigners were imported in the first 
place, and at considerable cost. 
They may content themselves with 
modest wages, but they have to be 
recruited, shipped over. lodged. 
And the turnover is high in this type 
of labour force, because their fam- 
ilies live abroad. 


WINTER IS upon us and the elec- 
tions are over if not forgotten. With 
the cooler weather has come a re- 
spite in the polio panic that so occu- 
pied us a short while ago.

bacterial count as possible. The min- 
istries knew the situation was bad, 
but preferred to adjust the testing 


Besides. Israelis ought not to be 
replacing them. It would be differ- 
ent if the country were manufactur- 
ing all it could use. and did not need 
to expand production further. But 
we have a $5 billion wade deficit, 
which means that we produce 55 
billion too little in goods and 
services, 

We beg and borrow to take up 
the difference. Donors and lenders 
oblige us, because they assume that 
the shortfall is temporary and that 
we are doing our best to increase 
production. Instead, we expel peo- 
ple who help us to produce more. 

Tt can be objected that we are 
unable to produce more because our 
business sector does not expand. So 
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the question arises: why do they not 
invest in expansion? 

The answer is that the govern- 
ment does not want them to — at the 
moment. To make businessmen in- 
vest. the Treasury would have to 
devalue the currency and lower in- 
terest-rates. These things cause in- 
flation, therefore the Treasury does 
not do them. 

When will it be possible to devalu- 
ate and so on without causing infla- 
tion? When demand drops. 

That is why Finance Minister 
Moshe Nissim has been so obstinate 
in his budget-cutting and credit-re- 
straining policies ~ to prevent de- 
mand from surging. Ε 

He is also, of course, preventing 
production from surging; and that is 
the tragic contradiction of the mo- 


ment. Producers could cut costs ei- - 


ther by paying lower wages or by 
using labour more economically. 


* They cannot lower wages — the His-

Scientists at a recent meeting of 
the American Heart Association 


said that studies in the U.S.. Europe 
‘and Canada have now confirmed 


that a pooling of fat about the mid- 
die is a clear signal of heart attack 
tisk. It can be as dangerous to the 
heart as high blood pressure, smok- 
ing or excess cholesterol in the 
bloodstream, said Per Bjorntorp of 
the University of Goteborg in 
Sweden. 


“If a person has normal weight, 
but the fat is distributed wrong, it 
could be a risk,” said Bjorntorp. He 
studied a group of 900 men and 
-1,400 women and found that those 
who had more fat on the waist than 
on the buttocks tended to have a 
greater number of heart attacks. 
‘They also experienced more strokes 
and were more apt to develop 
diabetes. 

Bjorntorp said the study showed 
that men whose waists measured the 
same or more than their hips were 
more apt to have a heart attack than 


_ those who carried their weight else- 


where. For women, he said, the 
risks increase when the waist size 
was 80 percent of the hip size. And 
the fatter the waist, the higher the 
risk, he said, 

A Canadian study of identical 
twins showed that the rate of weight

Claude Bouchard of Canada’s Lava 


and overied them by 1,000 calories a 
day during a 100-day stay in a dor- 
mitory. At the end of the study, all 
of the twins gained from eight to 26 
pounds.

Too much 
glasnost for 
FE. Germany

MUNICH - Anyone who has 
ever entered East Germany 
from West Germany, or gone 
to East Berlin from West Ber- 
lin, knows the rules and the 
aggravating procedures well. 


It is smictly forbidden to 
ring in Western newspapers, 
magazines and books, regard- 
less of language. They will be 
confiscated by arrogant border 
guards and customs officials. 


Although nearly 90 per cent 
of East Germans -- all except 
those in the “Land of the 
Blind.” the southeasternmmost 
comer of the country where 
transmission signals do not 
reach -- can receive West Ger- 
man TV and watch it almost 
nightly, the East German Com- 
munist regime fears the perni- 
cious influence of the printed 
word. A free press, after all, 
might sow doubts and subvert 
Marxist-Leninist purity. 

By now this game is so well 
known that everyone accepts it 
as par for the course of the 
East-West ideological conflict. 


_. But now something else has 
been “banned in Berlin” - 
Sputnik, the digest-sized 
monthly which the Soviet 
Union's semi-official Novosti 
agency has been publishing for 
more than 25 years in Russian, 
English, French, Spanish and, 
of course, German. Some 
150,000 East Germans sub- 
scribe to it, but the current is- 
sue is‘ the last they will get to 
see. It has been forbidden and 
struck from the list of the gov- 
ernment-run circulation 
Service. 

The official reason, accord- 
ing to a terse announcement in 
Neues Deutschland, the 
German Communist party dai- 
ly: “This magazine does not 
contribute usefully to strength- 
ening Soviet-German friend- 
ship. It publishes articles that 
are distortions of history.” 

The real reason is too much 
glasnost, a thom in East Ger- 
man officialdom’s side, and the 
fact that Spumik of late has run 
numerous articles, reprinted 
from other Soviet publications, 
about the crimes of the Stalin 
era. 


AT THE Leipzig Book Trade 
Fair last March the one avail- 
abte German-language copy of 
Mikhail Gorbachev's Poa: 
troika was kept under lock and 
key. For the better part of this 
year Russian, West German 
and English editiows of the 
book have been smuggled into 
East Germany and are being 
traded on the black market. 

But never before had a Sovi- 
et publication been put on the 
index. Much less had there 
been an official announcement 
with accompanying justi- 
cation. 

Somewhat testily, Ds inoue 
still diplomatically, Radio Mos- 
cow said in its German-lan- 
guage service that the Spumik 
ban must be “some kind of mis- 
take which, we assume, will be 
corrected in due time.” 

There was no mistake. Nor is 
it likely to be corrected in the 
forseeable future. Instead, it is 
part of East Germany’s dig- 
ging-in against the provocative 
and potentially disruptive 
winds of glasnost and peres- 
troika blowing from the USSR, 
and part of an escalating ideo- 
logical debate between East 
Berlin and Moscow. 

No sooner had Sputnik be- 
come forbidden literature than 
five Soviet glasnost films were 
also removed, virtually over- 
Bight. from the playbills of East 

Germans’ cinema houses. 

Last spring there was still 
speculation that East Berlin’s 
curious zig-zag policy toward 
dissidents, human rights activ- 
ists, environmentalists and the 
Lutheran Evangelical church, 
as well as the official coolness 
toward Gorbachev, peres- 
troika and glasnost, could all 
be part of a bebind-the-scenes 
power struggle over eventual 
succession to Erich Honecker, 
the 76-year-old East German 
head-of-state and Communist 
party chief. 

But what has happened late- 
ly raises doubts as to whether 
there is a power-struggle, while 
jeaving little doubt, on the oth- 
er hand, that those events may 
have Honecker's blessing. 

During the Stalin, Khru- 
shchev and Brezhnev eras, 
when East Germany was Mos-

sale of Texaco 
assets to Saudis 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — Obio 
Senator Howard Metzenbaum said 
Friday he has asked Treasury Secre- 
tary Nicholas Brady to investigate 
Texaco's Inc.'s plan to sell half its 
tefining and marketing assets to 
Saudi Arabia. 

In a letter to Brady, the Republi- 
can senator said the deal could “‘se- 
riously increase U.S. dependence 
on foreign oil, threaten the U.S. oil 
industry and jeopardize the well-be- 
ing of American consumers.” The 
letter said the deal would give the 
Saudis unprecedented influence 
over U.S. downstream refining out- 
put and questioned whether the 
Saudi company would be subject to 
antitrust laws. 

The letter was also signed by Sen- 
ator Jeff Bingaman, Democrat from 
New Mexico, and by two Democrat- 
ic congressmen, Edward Markey of 
Massachusetts and John Bryant of 
Texas.

MONTREAL (Reuter) — Ministers 
at world trade talks Friday tried to 
put the best face on their failure to 
settle key issues of agriculture, tex- 
tiles and protection of patents, 
which were left unresolved at least 
πη] April. 

“Jt was not a success and not a 
failure,’” spokesman’ for Dutch 
Trade Minister Yvonne van Rooy 
said of the conference, billed as a 
mid-term review of the Uruguay 
Round of global trade negotiations. 

Delegations from 103 countries 
were to have a final plenary meeting * 
of the General Agreement on Tar- 
iffs and Trade, but most ministers 
had already gone or were preparing 
to fly out of Montreal during the 
day. 

Delegates were also to decide 
whether to go ahead with one mod- 
est accord of special interest to poor 
countries —a package of measures to 
open markets in tropical products 
such as coffee, cocoa, tea and jute, 
covering at least $25 billion in trade. 

In the meantime, ministers put on 
hold the tentative agreements, rang- 
ing from a call to lower industrial 
‘tariffs by one third, to a framework

Mosque set ablaze 
in Beduin village

HAIFA -- The new mosque in the 
Beduin village of Ibtin near here 


was set alight by arsonists before . 
dawn yesterday, apparently by Jews 


reacting to the arrest of several vil- 
lagers as suspected terrorists. 

The building suffered superficial 
damage, mainly from soot, but 
many prayer rugs and some 50 Ko- 
rans were destroyed. Total damage 
was estimated at tens of thousands 
of shekels. Villagers extinguished 
the fire. 

‘The arson attack came a day after 
six alleged members of a Fatah gang 
suspected of terror attacks in the 
Haifa area were remanded into cus- 
tody by the Haifa Magistrates 
Court. All but one of the six are 
from Ibtin. 

At about the time the fire started, 
the police received an anonymous 
phone call saying the arson was “in 
retaliation for the terror carried out 
by the Fatah youths of Ibtin.” 

Although police are fairly certain 
that Jews are behind the arson, they 
did not rule out the possibility that 
Arabs carried out the attack to harm 
Jewish-Arab relations. 

The police chiefs of the Norther 
District and Haifa rushed to the vil- 
lage and a large force of police was 
sent there to keep the peace. Noon- 
day prayers in the damaged mosque 
were carried out without incident. 

Mordechai Mashiah, a represen- 
tative of Moshe Arens, minister in 
charge of Arab affairs in the Prime 
Minister’s Office, went to Ibtin to 


denounce the arson and assure the 
villagers that every effort would be 
made to catch the arsonists and help 
repair the mosque. 

Meanwhile, in the Magistrates’ 
Court court Rahib Mahajne Ba‘alil, 
21, of Umm el-Fahm, suspected like 
the others of membership in a hos- 
tile organization, but of no other 
crimes, was released on NIS 10,000 
bail. 


The alleged gang leader, Samir 
Salah Sahu‘awi, 21, was remanded 
into custody for another 13 days. He 
is suspected of recruiting the gang's 
other members, throwing the gre- 
nade in the Nordau pedestrian mall 
which injored 25 persons last July, 
throwing a grenade in the Carmel 
Centre in October which did not go 
off, and setting fire to Egged buses 
in the Tivon terminal. 

The four others were detained for 
15 additional days each. They are: 
Ali Abdulla Amra, 23, suspected of 
taking part in the grenade attack 
and the bus arson, and throwing pet- 
rol bombs at traffic; Majid Mobam- 
med Hilf, 27, suspected of illegal 
possession of arms, conspiring to 
kidnap soldiers and procuring hand 
grenades; Jamal al-Abdi Fendi, 22, 
suspected of having hidden the gre- 
nade used by the gang, and Ali Has- 
san Abu Shkar, 25, who has report- 
edly admitted having hidden three 
grenades in his house. Hilf, who said 
he had served in the IDF,jn 1983, 
told the court he had stolen two 
grenades and sold them as he had 
been short of money. 


Israelis did not ‘meet’
